IV. Difficulties and Objections 

That there are difficulties in the 
way of accepting a view of inspir- 
ation like this goes without say- 
ing. But to the finite mind there 
must always be difficulties con- 
nected with a revelation from the 
Infinite, and it cannot be other- 
wise. This has been mentioned be- 
fore. Men of faith, and it is such 
we are addressing, and not men of 
the world, do not wait to under- 
stand or resolve all the difficulties 
associated with other mysteries of 
the Bible before accepting them as 
divine, and why should they do 
so in this case? 

Moreover, Archbishop Whately’s 
dictum is generally accepted, that 
we are not obliged to clear away 
every difficulty about a doctrine 
in order to believe it, always pro- 
vided that the facts on which it 
rests are true. And particularly is 
this the case where the rejection 
of such a doctrine involves greater 
difficulties than its belief, as it 
does here. 

For if this view of inspiration 
be rejected, what have its op- 
ponents to give in its place? Do 
they realize that any objections to 
it are slight in comparision with 
those to any other view that can 
be named? And do they realize 
that this is true because this view 
has the immeasurable advantage 
of agreeing with the plain declara- 
tions of Scripture on the subject? 
In other words, as Dr. Burrell 
Says, those who assert the iner- 
rancey of the Scripture autographs 
do so on the authority of God Him- 
self, and to deny it is of a piece 
with the denial that they teach 
the forgiveness of sins or the re- 
surrection from the dead. No 
amount of exegetical turning and 
twisting can explain away the as- 
sertions already quoted in these 
pages, to say nothing of the con- 
stant undertone of evidence we 
find in the Bible everywhere to 
their truth. 

And speaking of this further, are 
we not justified in requiring of the 
objector two things? First, on any 
fair basis of scientific investiga- 
tion, is he not obliged to dispose of 


all these parts from beginning 


the evidence here presented before 
he impugns the doctrine it sub- 
stantiates? And second, after hav- 
ing disposed of iit, is he not equally 
obligated to present the ‘Scrip- 
tural proof of whatever other view 
of inspiration he would have us 
accept? Has he ever done this, and 
if not, are we not further justi- 
fied in saying that it cannot be 
done? But let us consider some 
of the difficulties. 

1. There are the so-called dis- 
crepancies or contradictions be- 
tween certain statements of the 
Bible and the facts of history or 
natural science. The best way to 
meet these is to treat them sepa- 
rately as they are presented, but 
when you ask for them you are not 
infrequently met with silence. They 
are hard to produce, and when pro- 
duced, who is able to say that 
they belong to the original parch- 
ments? As we are not contending 
for an inerrant translation, does 
not the burden of proof rest with 
the objector? 

But some of these “discrepan- 
cies” are easily explained. They do 
not exist between statements of the 
Bible and facts of science but be- 
tween erroneous interpretations of 
the Bible and immature conclusions 
of science. The old story of Galileo 
is in point, who did not contradict 
the Bible in affirming that the 
earth moved round the sun ‘but 
only the false theological assump- 
tions about it. In this way advanc- 
ing light has removed many of 
these discrepancies, and it is fair 
to presume with Dr. Charles Hoge 
that further light would remove 
all. 

2.There are the differences in 
the narratives themselves, In ‘the 
first place, tthe New Testament 
writers sometimes change im- 
portant words in quoting from 
the Old Testament which it is 
assumed could not be the case 
if in both instances ‘tthe writers 
were inspired. But it is forgotten 
that in the Scriptures we are 
dealing not so much with different 
human authors as with one divine

God’s plain Word is that the husband is the head of 
the wife, even as Christ is the head of the church, and 


He is the Saviour of the body. 


As the church is subject unto 


Christ, so should the wife be unto the husband. 


A man is somebody. He is not 
just a forked stick with pants on; 
he is not just a brute beast. Man 
is the highest work of God. 

Not one bit of the honor would 
I take that is due to a good wo- 
man. I thank God for the wonder- 
ful influence some _ Christian 
women have had in my own life: 
my dear godly mother who gave 
me to God when I was born and 
asked God to make me a preacher 
(she died before I was six years 
old); my good wife, my six 
Christian daughters; the good 
Christian women who have labor- 
ed with me in the gospel these 
long years. I would not take one 
bit of the glory and praise that 
goes to a good woman. Yet in 
the Bible, God’s plan is that man 
should be the head of the home. 
The center of a Christian home is 
a man.

did not serve God. I have seen, 
and you have seen, that it is 
a failure. If you want a. Chris- 
tian home, you need a Christian 
man at the head. 

I like that Scripture in Joshua 
24. When Joshua called the elders 
of Israel together and the heads 
of tribes and their judges, he said 
unto them, “Choose you this day 
whom ye will serve” (Josh. 24:15). 
“Choose you this day whom ye 
will serve... but as for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord!”

and said, “She shall be called 
Woman, because she was taken 
out of Man” (Gen. 2:23). 

In I Corinthians, the Bible 
makes it clear that man is made 
in the image of God in a sense 
that woman is not. In I Corin- 
thians 11, the Bible said that 
man is made in the image of God, 
but the woman is the image and 
glory of the man. You see, God 
is a masculine God. God is a 
God about which in all the New 
Testament the Scripture term says 
‘the.”” God is a masculine God. 

Our Christian Science friends— 
falsely so-called Christian and 
falsely so-called scientific — say, 
“Our Father and Mother God”; 
but that is not what the Bible 
teaches us to call God. God is a 
masculine God, and man is made 
in the image of God in a sense 
that woman is not. So then, let 
us remember that man is some- 
body. 

You men who hear me today, 
you. slackers, you quitters and 
shirkers; you who idly and fool- 
ishly took upon you the responsi- 
bilities of marriage and a home 
and brought little children into 
this world and you never take any 
responsibility to lead them for 
God, listen to what God’s Word 
says! 

First, a man is the represent- 
ative of God the Father. When 
Jesus would teach us to pray, He 
said, “Say, Our Father which art 
in heaven.” And every child’s own 
father is the: best image of God 
Almighty that he will ever have 
until he- sees Jesus in the flesh. 
I say, God intended that every 
man should be a representative of 
God Almighty, the Father. 

I can remember how I felt a- 
about my father. I thought he was 
the smartest man who ever lived. 
If I asked him something and he 
didn’t know what it was, I 
thought, ‘Well, he just  hasn’t 
taken the time to think or he 
would know.” I thought my dad 
could whip any three men who 
ever came along. You know, I’m 
not so convinced yet but that he 
could! Yes, I thought my father 
was the highest and best, the 
smartest and wisest of all men. 
That is more or less natural. The 
heroworship that a boy has for 
his own father is part of this 
thing that God has arranged— 
that a man would be to his 
own home a representative of 
Almighty God. Every married man 
is supposed to be the deputy of 
God in his home; the high priest 
of God in his home; the center 
and head of his family. 

So, then, little children are sup- 
posed to look to their father, and 
the father should say, “I must 
walk straight. I represent God. I 
am God’s own man in this place.” 

When God gave my first baby, 
how seriously I took that little 
girl in my arms. I thought then 
she was the prettiest baby I ever 
saw. I still think so! I thought, 
“Not only a little body to feed 
and mind to train, but an im- 
mortal soul to train for God and 
turn to God.” My, if I had known 
the thousands of dollars I would 
spend for food and clothes and

nylon stockings and college ed- 
ucation, and thousands of dollars 
on music training, I guess I would 
have trembled! I felt the weight 
of it. A man with any sense feels 
the weight of it, and represents 
Almighty God to his children. 

Not only that, but this Scripture 
says here, “Wives, submit your- 
selves unto your husbands, as unto 
the Lord’; that is, as if you were 
married to Jesus Christ. You obey 
your husband like that, as if he 
were the Lord Jesus. ; 

“Oh,” but some woman says, 
“my husband isn’t anything like 
Jesus.” Well, nevertheless, you 
picked him out, you married him; 
now you take your place and seek 
to please your husband and obey 
your husband. The Scripture says, 
‘Reverence your husband’ as if he 
were God Almighty, as if he were 
Christ. Every man_ represents 
Christ. For “as Christ is the 
head of the church,” so the hus- 
band is the head of the wife. 
I didn’t write that; that is in the 
Bible. That is God’s plan. 

Somebody says, “I don’t like 
it.” 

I’m not’ surprised that some 
woman doesn’t like it, but here is 
God’s plan. None of us like to obey 
orders. None of us like to keep 
the law. Everybody would rather 
have his own way; that is only the 
carnal nature manifesting itself. 
But I tell you, if you are expect- 
ing God’s blessing,on your home, 
you are going to have to say, “All 
right, husband, take your place. 
You are like Christ and I am like 
the church. And as Christ is the 
Savior of His church, so you are 
the protector and provider for my 
body.” Every husband should say, 
“I am to be Christ’s own repre- 
sentative and deputy in the home.” 
God help you men to take your 
place. 

That is going to mean that a 
man is going to have to set the 
example. 

Some people think that a woman 
is naturally better than a man. 
Now, I hate to disillusion any- 
body, but I have been married a 
good many years and I have six 
daughters, no boys. About twenty- 
five women work for me. I know 
women quite well. God has been 
good to me. These are wonderfully 
good women with*-whom I am as- 
sociated. But women are made out 
of the same dirt as men. A lot 
of you will feel bad about that, 
but that is true. Women are made 
out of the same sinful material 
that the rest of us are. The taint 
of Eve is upon every woman, just 
like the taint of Adam is on every 
man. So don’t anybody think it is 
easier for a woman to be good. 
That is the alibi of a wicked man 
who doesn’t want to do right. 

No man has any more reason 
to curse than a woman has. No 


man has any more excuse to get 
drunk than a woman has. No man 
has any more right or excuse to 
be lewd and profane and wicked 
in his life than a woman has. The 
double standard of morals is of 
the’ Devil. It isn’t of God at all. 

I am'a southerner. I came from 
Texas. We southerners have some- 
times done wrong by putting wo- 
man on a pedestal and making it 
so we think it is all right for a 
man to curse and all right for a 
man to get drunk, but it is wrong 
for a woman. 

Somebody says, “Well, Brother 
Rice, don’t you feel bad about 
a woman smoking?” 

I sure do. I certainly don’t plan 
to have any woman in my house 
smoking. I don’t plan to let the 
mother of my children, the mist- 
ress of my table, smoke. As Sam 
Morris said, ‘““How must you feel 
if every time you kissed your wife 
you smelled a camel?” Well, I tell 
you now, it is not quite as bad 
for a woman to smoke as it is 
for a man—man made in the 
image of God, man the example. 
Joshua said, “As for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord.” 
Joshua said, “I'll set the pace in. 
my house; I'll live for God first.” 

Oh, I take it seriously. God in- 
tended me to set the pace for my 
wife, set the example for my chil- 
dren, to lead my family, Any man 
who leaves it to his wife to do the

So it is with the person who is 
living in sin. He finds that he is 
getting nowhere. He may work 
hard but his way is not prospered. 
He asks perhaps that the old 
blessing be continued, but Heaven 
is like brass and God’s hand is 
heavy upon him. God is frustrating 
him at every turn in the road. 

Awakened by this sense of fu- 
tility, conscience begins to do its 
work. As David describes himself 
in the third and fourth verses of 
this thirty-second Psalm: “My 
bones waxed old through my roar- 
ing all day long. For day and 
night thy hand was heavy upon 
me: my moisture is turned into 
the drought of summer.” Thus 
David begins his confession, and 
as he begins to confess we observe 
that conviction has taken a Ccer- 
tain turn with him. Wherever 
there is true confession there has 
been an honest conviction. True 
confession is always preceded by 
a sound diagnosis, the result of a 
thorough selfexamination.

Be sure that you have such a 
vocabulary. Every Catholic is well 
instructed as to what kind of 
language to uSe when he goes 
into the confession box. Let every 
Protestant. penitent know well 
what language to use at times 
when his heart has been humbled 
enough to declare, “I want to go 
to the right place about these 
secrets and I want to talk very 
plainly to God about the weight 
that hangs upon my soul.” 

Just what did David speak of 
when be began to acknowledge his 
sin to God? He speaks to him 
first of all regarding ‘“‘transgres- 
sions’”—sin as related to his own 
will. His sin was a wilful, volun- 
tary act of his own self-assertion 
in opposition to the will of a holy 
God. That certainly is calling sin 
by its right name. Is it not true 
that whenever we have not reach- 
ed that point that We are actually 
open-hearted in the presence of 
God as regards sin, we can find 
all manner of euphemious terms 
by which we camoflage the hid- 
eous fact? David faced the truth 


in its naked light, and he was|. 


willing to admit that he was a 
wilful transgressor, a disgraceful 
lawbreaker.

liberately chosen by leading one 
out into a trackless desert. Then 
again David mentioned to God his 
“sin,” and he calls that “a missing 
of the mark,” missing the destina- 
tion, so that he realized ‘that all 
he needed to do was to continue 
in his perverse way and he would 
lose the goal of his life utterly. 
David was willing now to admit 
this also: that he was astray, that 
he could not find his own way 
back, and that in time he would 
if left to himself starve in the 
wilderness of sin, abandoned and 
separated from fellowship with 
God. That is calling sin by its 
right name and speaking the truth 
to God about oneself. 

We can understand, then, how 
deeply David must have felt the 
need of forgiveness, “When I kept 
silence, my bones waxed old 
through my roaring all the day 
long. For day and night thy hand 
was heavy upon me:” Have you 
ever been there? If you have, then 
you know what it means ‘to long 
for the peace of sins forgiven. 


The Nature of Forgiveness 


Let us explore the nature of this 
forgiveness. What is it? Forgive- 
ness is an act of God’s free grace 
whereby on the ground of.Christ’s 
perfect righteousness and meritor- 
ious atonement, He lifts the bur- 
den of sin’s guilt, blots out the 
marks of sin’s offense, and can- 
cels the handwriting of sin’s debt. 

How does God deal with sin we 
honestly confess? He covers it. 
You and I cannot cover it. No one 
can cover his own sin-or anybody 
else’s. The priest may absolve sin. 
Mary Baker Eddy may outthink 
sin. But there’s only One who can 
cover it. Once in the Bureau of 
Standards in Washington, a tiny 
tube containing less than 2/1000 
of an ounce of radium was acci- 
dentally dropped on the hardwood 
floor and broken. With a camel’s 
hair brush they swept up the 
radium and washed the floor to 
get the rest of it, but enough 
radium to render another washing 
necessary remained, and this time 
with acidulated water they wash- 
ed the floor and still another time 
with soda water and a fourth 
time with hydrated water. Each 
yielded about four hundred dollars 
worth of radium. Finally a car- 
penter came and scraped the floor. 
Three years later the shavings 
were burnt and the ashes were 
found to be strong in radium.” 
“For though thou wash thee with 
nitre, and take thee much soap, 
yet thine iniquity is marked be- 
fore me, saith the Lord GOD” 
(Jer. 2:22). The oldest game inthe 
world and the least successful is 
the game of trying to cover up 
sin. There’s only One who can 
really cover sin and that is God 
in Christ. 


The “Water Cure” 


But how does God cover sin? 
The Scriptures mention three dis- 
tinct ways. The first is given us 
in Micah 7:19 “... and thou [God] 
wilt cast all their sins into the 
depths of the sea.” Notice God 
says, “I will do it.” Who else can 
master the sea in such a way as 
to bury sins at the bottom, “spur- 
los verzenkt,” as the German U- 
boat commanders used to say. 

Moody used to relate how Dr. 
Gordon of Boston was preaching 
on ‘this truth, and he forgot to put 
in “the depths.” He just said that 
God would cast them into the sea. 
When he got home, his little boy 
spoke up and said: 

“Father, why didn’t you tell 'the 
people that sins were heavy like. 
lead, and sank out of sight in the 
water? They might think they 
were like corks, floating around 
on top where they could be seen.” 

John Bunyan remarked, “I’m 
glad that it says sea and not river 
because if my sins Were cast into 
the river, I might wonder whether 
the river might not possibly dry 
up. A river can dry up, but the 
ocean, never. Now I can be sure 
that they will never be seen again.” 
There are depths of some oceans 
that never have been fathomed. 
They may, however, be plumbed 
some day. But the sea of God’s 
forgetfulness is utterly unfathom- 
able. 


The “Sun Cure” 


God has also another way of 
covering sin. In Isaiah 38:17 we 
read “Behold, for peace I had 
great bitterness; but thou hast in 
love to my soul delivered it from 
the pit of corruption; for thou

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The Inspiration of the Bible 
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Author. It is a principle in ordinary 
literature that an author may 
quote himself as he pleases, and 
give a different turn to an ex- 
pression here and there as a 
changed condition of affairs. ren- 
ders it necessary or desirable. 
Shall we deny this privilege to the 
Holy Spirit? May we not find, 
indeed, that some of these sup- 
posed misquotations show such 
progress of truth, such evident ap- 
plication of the teaching of an 
earlier dispensation to the circum- 
stances of a later one, as to afford 
a confirmation of their divine ori- 
gin rather than an argument 
against it? 

We offered illustrations of this 
earlier, but to those would now 
add Isaiah 59:20 quoted in Ro- 
mans 11:26, and Amos 9:11 quot- 
ed in Acts 15:16. And to any de- 
siring to further examine the sub- 
ject we would recommend the 
valuable work of Professor Frank- 
lin Johnson, of Chicago University, 
entitled The Quotations in the 
New Testament from the Old. 

Another class of differences, 


however, is where tthe same event 


is sometimes given differently by 
different writers. Take that most 
frequently used by the objectors, 
the inscription on the cross, re- 
corded by all the evangelists and 
yet differently by each. How can 
such records be inspired, it is ask- 
ed. 

It is to be remembered in reply, 
that the inscription was written 
in three languages calling for a 
different arrangement of the words 
in each case, and that one evan- 
gelist may have translated the 
Hebrew, and another the Latin, 
while a third recorded the Greek. 
It is not said that any one gave 
the full inscription, nor can we 
affirm that there was any obliga- 
tion upon them to do so. Moreover, 
no one contradicts any other, and 
no one says what is untrue. 

Recalling what was said about 
our having to deal not with dif- 
ferent human authors but with one 
divine Author, may not the Holy 
Spirit here have chosen to empha- 
size some one particular fact, or 
phase of a fact of the inscription 
for a specific and important end? 
Examine the records to determine 
what this fact may have been. 
Observe that whatever else is 
omitted, all the narratives record 
the momentous’ circumstances 
that the Sufferer on the cross was 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

Could there have been a cause 
for this? What was the charge 
preferred against Jesus by His ac- 
cusers? Was He not rejected and 
crucified because He said He was 
the King of the Jews? Was not 
this the central idea Pilate was 
providentially guided to express 
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in the inscription? And if so, was 
it not ‘that to which the evan- 
gelists should bear witness? And 
should not that witness have been 
borne in a way to dispel the 
thought of collusion in the prem- 
ises? And did not this involve a 
variety of narrative which should 


with truth and fact? And do we 
not have this very thing in the 
four gospels? 

These accounts supplement, but 
do not contradict each other. We 
place them before the eye in the 
order in which they are recorded: 
The entire inscription evidently 
was “This is Jesus of Nazareth the 
King of the Jews,” but we submit 
that the foregoing presents a rea- 


sonable argument for the differ- 
ences in the records. 


3. There is the variety in style. 
Some think that if all the writers 
were alike inspired and the inspir- 
ation extended to their words, 
they must all possess the same 
style—as if the Holy Spirit had 
but one style! 

Literary style is a method of 

selecting words and putting sen- 
tences together which stamps an 
author’s work with the influence 
of his habits, his condition in so- 
ciety, his education, his reasoning, 
his experience, his imagination and 
his genius. These give his mental 
and moral physiognomy and make 
up style. 
But is not God free to act with 
or without these fixed laws? 
There are no circumstances which 
tinge His views or reasonings, and 
He has no idiosyncrasies of speech, 
and no mother tongue through 
which He expresses His character, 
or leaves the finger mark of genius 
upon His literary fabrics. 

It is a great fallacy then, as Dr. 
Thomas Armitage once said, to 
suppose that uniformity of verbal 
style must have marked God’s 
authorship in the Bible, had He 
selected its words. As the author 
of all styles, rather does he use 
them all at His pleasure. He be- 
stows. all the powers of mental 
individuality upon His instruments 
for using the Scriptures, and then 
uses their powers as He will to 
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express His mind by them. 
Indeed, the variety of style is a 
necessary proof of the freedom of 
the human writers, and it is this 
which among other things con- 
vinces us that, however controlled

by the Holy Spirit, they were not 
mere machines in what they wrote. 
Consider God’s method in nature. 
In any department of vegetable 
life there may be but one genus, 
while its members are classified 
into a thousand species. From the 
bulbous roots come the tulip, the 
hyacinth, the crocus, and the lily 
in every shape and shade, without 
any cause either of natural chemis- 
try or culture. It is exclusively 
attributable to the variety of 
styles which the mind of God de- 
vises. And so in the sacred writ- 
ings His mind is seen in the infi- 
nite variety of expression which 
dictates the wording of every book. 
To quote Armitage again, “I cannot 
tell how the Holy Spirit suggested 
the words to the writers any more 
than some other man can _ tell 
how He suggested the thoughts to 
them. But if diversity of expres- 
sion proves that He did not 


ideas proves that He did not dic- 
tate the thoughts, for the one is 
as varied as the other.” 
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mund Clarence Stedman was 4a 
Wall Street broker and also a 
poet. What a difference in style 
there was between their editorials 
and commercial letters on the one 
hand, and their poetry on the 
other! Is God more limited than a 
man? 


4. There are certain declara- 
tions of Scripture itself. Does not 
Paul say in one or two places “I 
speak as a man,” or “After the 
manner of man?” Assuredly, but 
is he not using the argument 
common among men for the sake 
of elucidating a point? And may 
he not as truly be led of the Spirit 
to do that, and to record it, as to 
do or say anything else? Of course, 
what he quotes from men is not of 
the same essential value as what 
he receives directly from God, but 
the record of the quotation is 
as truly inspired. 

There are two or three other 
utterances of his of this character 
in the seventh chapter of I Corin- 
thians, where he is treating of 
marriage. At verse 6 he says, “I 
speak this by permission, not of 
commandment,’ and what he 
means has no reference to the 
source of his message but the 
subject of it. In contradiction to 
the false teaching of some, he says 
Christians are permitted to marry, 
but not commanded to do so. At 
verse 10 he says, “Unto the mar- 
ried I command, yet not I, but the 
Lord,” while at verse 12 there 
follows, “but to the rest speak I, 
not the Lord.” Does he declare 
himself inspired in the first in- 
stance, and not in the second? By 
no means, but in the first he is 
alluding to what the Lord spake 
on the subject while here in the 
flesh, and in the second to what 
he, Paul, is adding thereto on the 
authority of the Holy Spirit 
speaking through him. In _ other 
words, putting his own utterances

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on equality with those of our Lord, 
he simply confirms their inspir- 
ation. : 
At verse 40 he uses a puzzling 
expression, “I think also that I 
have the Spirit of God.” As we 
are contending only for an _ in- 
spired record, it would seem easy 
to say that here he records a 
doubt as to whether he was inspir- 
ed, and hence everywhere else in 
the absence of such record of 
doubt the inspiration is to be as- 
sumed. But this would be begging 
the question, and we prefer the 
solution of others that the answer 
is found in the condition of the 
Corinthian church at that time. 
His enemies had sought to coun- 
teract his teachings, claiming that 
they had the Spirit of God. Re- 
ferring to the claim, he says with 
justifiable irony, “I think also that 
I have the Spirit of God” (R.V.). 
“T think” in the mouth of one hav- 
ing apostolic authority, says Pro- 
fessor Watts, may be taken as 
carrying the strongest assertion 
of the judgment in question. “The 
passage is something akin to an- 
other in the same Epistle at the 
fourteenth chapter, verse 37, where 
he says, “If any man think him- 
self to be a prophet, or spiritual,- 
let him acknowledge that the 
things I write unto you are the 
commandments of the Lord.” 
Time forbids further amplifica- 
tion on the difficulties and objec- 
tions nor is it necessary, since 
there is not one that has not been 
met satisfactorily to the man of 
God and the child of faith again 
and again.

But there is an obstacle to 
which we would call attention be- 
fore concluding—not a difficulty or 
objection, but a real obstacle, es- 
pecially to the young and insuf- 
ficiently instructed. It is the il- 
lusion that ‘this view of inspiration 
is held only by ‘the unlearned, an 
illusion growing out of still an- 
other as to who constitute the 
learned. 

There is a popular impression 
that in the sphere of theology 
and religion these latter are limit- 
ed for the most part to the higher 
critics and their relatives, and the 
more rationalistic and iconoclastic 
the critic the more learned he is 
esteemed to be. But the fallacy 
of this is seen in that the qualities 
which make fora philologist, an ex- 
pert in human languages, or which 
give one a wide acquaintance with 
literature of any kind, in other 
words the qualities of the higher 
critic, depend more on memory 


“than judgment, and do not give 
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the slightest guarantee that their 
possessors can draw a sound con- 
clusion from what they know, 
As the author of Faith and 
Inspiration puts it, the work of 
such a scholar is often like that of 
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a quarryman to an architect. Its 
entire achievement, though im- 
mensely valuable in its place, is 
just a mass of raw and formless 
material until a mind gifted in a 
different direction, and possessing 
the necessary taste and balance 
shall reduce or put it into shape 
for use. The perplexities of as- 
tronomers touching Halley’s comet 
is in point. They knew facts that 
common folks did not know, but 
when they came to generalize up- 
on them, the man on the street 
knew that he should have looked 
in the west for the phenomenon 
when they bade him look in the 
east. : 


Much is said for example about 
an acquaintance with Hebrew and 
Greek, and no sensible man will 
underrate them for the theologian 
or the Bible scholar, but they are 
entirely unnecessary to an under- 
standing of the doctrine of inspira- 
tion or any other doctrine of 
Holy Writ. The intelligent reader 
of the Bible in the English tongue, 
especially when illuminated by the 
Holy Spirit, is abundantly able to 
decide upon these questions for 
himself. He cannot determine how 
the Holy Spirit operated on the 
minds of the sacred penmen be- 
cause that is not revealed, but he 
can determine on the results se- 
cured because that is revealed. He 
can determine whether the inspira- 
tion covers all the books, and 
whether it includes not only the 
substance but the form, not only 
+the thoughts but the words. 
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e have spoken of scholars and 
of the learned, let us come to 
names, We suppose Dr. Sanday, of 
Oxford, is a scholar, and _ the 
Archbishop of Durham, and Dean 
Burgon, and Professor Orr, of 
Glasgow, and Principal Forsyth, of 
Hackney College, and Sir Robert 
Anderson, and Dr. Kuyper, of 
Holland, and President Patton, of 
Princeton, and Howard Osgood of 
the Old Testament Revision Com- 
mittee and Matthew B. Riddle of 
the New, and G. Frederick Wright 
and Albert T. Clay, the archaeolo- 
gists, and Presidents Moorehead 
and Mullins, and C. I. Scofield, and 
Luther T. Townsend, for twenty- 
five years professor in the Theo- 
logical School of Boston Universi- 
ty, and Arthur T. Pierson of the 
Missionary Review of the World, 
and a host of other living witness- 
es — Episcopalians, Presbyterians, 
Congregationalists, Baptists, Luth- 
erans, Methodists, Reformed 
Dutch. 

We had thought John Calvin a 
scholar, and the distinguished Ben- 
gel, and Canon Faussett, and Tre- 
gelles, and Auberlen, and Van 
Oosterzee, and Charles Hodge 
and Henry B. Smith, and so many 
more that it were foolishness to 
recall them. These men may not 
stand for every statement in these 
pages, they’ might not'care ‘to be 
quoted as holding technically the 
verbal theory of inspiration for 
reasons already named, but they 
will affirm the heart of the con- 
tention and testify to their belief 
in an inspiration of the Sacred 
Oracles which includes the words. 


Once when the writer was 
challenged by the editor of a se- 
cular daily to name a single liv- 
ing scholar who thus believed, he 
presented that of a chancellor of 
a great university, and was told 
that he was not the kind of scho- 
lar that was meant! The kind of 
scholar not infrequently meant by 
such opposers is the one who is 
seeking to destroy faith in the Bi- 
ble as the Word of God, and to 
substitute in its place a Bible of 
his own making. 


The Outlook had an editorial 
recently, entitled ‘““Whom Shall We 
Believe?” in which the writer re- 
affirmed the platitudes that liv- 
ing is a vital much more than 
an intellectual process, and that 
truth of the deeper kind is distilled 
out of experience rather than logi- 
cal processes. This is the reason 
he said why many things are hid- 
den from the so-called wise, who 
follow formal methods of exact ob- 
servation, and are revealed to babes 
and sucklings who know noth- 
ing of these methods, but are deep 
in the process of living. No specta- 
tor ever yet understood a great 
contemporary human movement 
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into which he did not enter. 
Does this explain why the clois- 
tered scholar is unable to accept the 
supernatural inspiration of the 
Scriptures while the men on the 
firing line of the Lord’s army be- 
lieveiniteven tothe very words? 
Does it explain the faith of our mis- 
sionaries in foreign lands? Is this 
what led J. Hudson Taylor to Inland 
China, and Dr. Guinness to esta- 
blish the work upon the Congo, 
and George Miieller and William 
Quarrier to support the orphans at 
Bristol and the Bridge of Weirs? 
Is this—the belief in the plenary 
inspiration of the Bible—the secret 
of the evangelistic power of D. L. 
Moody, and Chapman, and Torrey 
and Gipsy Smith, and practically 
every evangelist in the field, for 
to the extent of our acquaintance 
there are none of these who doubt 
it? Does this tell why “the best 
sellers on the market,” at least 
among Christian people, have been 
the devotional and expository 
books of Andrew Murray, and Mil- 
ler and Meyer, and writers of that 
stamp? Is this why the plain peo- 
ple have loved to listen to preach- 
ers like Spurgeon, and McLaren, 
and Campbell Morgan, and Len 
Broughton and A. C. Dixon and 
have passed by men of the other 
kind? It is, in a word, safe to chal- 
lenge the whole Christian world 
for the name of a man who stands 
out as a winner of souls who does 
not believe in the inspiration of 
the Bible as it has been sought 
to be explained in these pages. 
But we conclude with a kind of 
concrete testimony—that of the 
General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church of America, and of a 
date as recent as 1893. The writer 
is not a Presbyterian, and there- 
fore with the better grace can ask 
his readers to consider the charac- 
ter and the intellect represented 
in such an Assembly. Here are 
some of our greatest merchants, 
our greatest jurist, our greatest 
educators, our greatest states- 
men, as well as our greatest 
missionaries, evangelists and theo- 
logians. There may be seen as able 
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and august a gathering of repre- 
sentatives of Christianity in other 
places and on other occasions, but 
few that can surpass it. For so 
briety of thought, for depth as well 
as breadth of learning, for wealth 
of spiritual experience, for honesty 
of utterance, and virility of con- 
viction, the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church in Ameri- 
ca must command attention and 
respect throughout the world. And 
this is what it said on the sub- 
ject we are now considering at 
its gathering in the city of Wash- 
ington, the capital of the nation, 
at the date named: 

“THE BIBLE AS WE NOW HAVE IT, 
IN ITS VARIOUS TRANSLATIONS AND 
REVISIONS, WHEN FREED FROM ALL 
ERRORS AND MISTAKES OF TRANS- 
LATORS, COPYISTS AND PRINTERS, (IS) 
THE VERY WORD OF GOD, AND CON- 
SEQUENTLY WHOLLY WITHOUT ER- 
ROR.”

REPORTS FROM AMERICA’S OUTSTANDING SOUL WINNERS

The following reports tell how some of America’s most 
God-blessed evangelists are being used. It is not a complete 
report, in fact we had to leave out a great number of accounts 
because of space limitations. Please continue to pray for these 
men on the front lines in the battle against sin and Satan. 
They are worthy of your prayer interest. 


Winn at Winston-Salem 


Evangelist Douglas Winn sent, 


us this heart-warming account of 
the manner in which God is us- 
ing him: 

“You will rejoice with me over 
the blessed 12 days of meetings 
the Lord gave at the City-View 
Baptist Church of Winston-Salem, 
North Carolina. Seventy-four dear 
souls came forward to be saved 
and I have no idea of ‘the number 
of Christians who came to con- 
fess sin. The building was packed 
from the first Monday night and 


each night we had to bring out i 


extra chairs. 

“One lady had not attended 
church in 13 years. She was sav- 
ed the first night she came and 
then did not miss another service. 

“There was a lady over fifty 
years of age who was'- under 
heavy conviction. At the close of 
the service, when she did: not sur- 
render to the Lord, I had prayer 
with her and asked the Holy Spir- 
it to touch her heart after the ser- 
vice. The next morning at 11 o- 
clock on her job she was saved. 

“One soul was kept from going 
to work and brought to the ser- 
vice and was saved. 

“Ten adults were saved one 


’ night. When only one was saved the 


following night the pastor and I 
prayed in the church yard until 
after the midnight hour. The 


‘Lord heard us and 23 were saved 


in one service. One night I called 
for a day of prayer and fasting. 
We prayed at the church from 
7 a. m. until after the noon hour. 
It was one of the greatest prayer 
meetings I have ever seen. I 
thought every one present was a 
professed Christian. However, at 
the close of the meeting, a middle- 
aged woman, with bitter tears of 
repentance, came forward to cry 
out, “I’m lost. If ‘the Lord will save 
me, here I am.” 

“After the campaign here in 
Savannah, Ohio, I go to the high 
school auditorium in Ashland, 
Ohio, in a campaign sponsored by 
the Laymen’s Evangelistic Club.” 


Oscar Wells at Canton, Ohio 


Evangelist Oscar Wells, report- 
ing from Canton, Ohio, on June 
24 says: “The Lord is certainly 
wonderful to me from place to 
place. I just finished a revival in 
Kentucky. We went for a week 
with only nine decisions. Then on 
Sunday night before the meeting 
was to close on Wednesday there 
were fourteen adults converted. 


Monday night there were thirteen | 


and so on until the meeting closed. 
I stayed over one night longer. 
Some of them there said they 
didn’t know what they would do 
at the next revival because they 
thought at this rate they would 
‘all be saved. Here in Canton, Ohio, 
in spite of bad weather we have 
had thirteen conversions from 
Sunday through Friday night. I 
believe, and trust the Lord for a 
geat outpouring of His Spirit 
here.”’ . 

Appelman Rocks Pennsylvania 

A revival meeting of twenty-one 
days, from May 29 to June 18, 
under the preaching of Evangelist 
Hyman Appelman, rocked the 
Schuylkill Valley in Pennsylvania. 
Starting with over 1400 people, the 
crowds grew until they overflowed 
the tent, overran the lot, and 
reached more than 5,000 in a sin- 
gile service. Delegations came from 
Bridgeport, Reading, Allentown, 
Easton, and all the surrounding 
area. 3 

More than 1100 people respond- 
ed to the gospel invitation. Three 
were Jews who trusted Jesus 
Christ as their Saviour. Entire 
families of Roman Catholics came 
to Christ. One co-operating church 
reported more than seventy addi- 
tions to its membership in one 
service. 


An Italian man who was driving 
past the tent was attracted by the 
music. He stayed for the service, 
responded to the appeal. Italian 
speaking personal workers dealt 
with him, leading him to Christ. 
Another night an Italian woman 
was won for Christ by the same 
personal workers. A Czech family, 
unable to speak English, ‘was 
brought to salvation by the evan- 
gelist who spoke to‘them in Rus- 
sian and German: "A Ukrainian 
family surrendered to the Lord in 
the same way. 


_ Martin A Blessing In Logan 

Evangelist Eddie Martin reports 
that he just finished his second 
city-wide campaign in Logan, 
West Virginia, in seven months. 
Nine churches sponsored the meet- 
ing. The crowd was accommodated 
in a tent seating 2,000. For fifteen 
straight nights the tent was 
crowded out, with hundreds stand- 
ing on the outside on the three 
Sunday nights. 

Over 400 first-time decisions 
and an additional 300 who came 
forward to be dealt with in the 
“after meeting,” coming desiring 
a “‘know-so salvation.” 

This made over 900 saved in the 
two meetings in the past seven 
months. The lasting results of the 
meeting are proven by the fact 
that out of the first meeting 350 
or more joined local churches. On 
the last Sunday of this meeting, 
over 200 joined the churches, many 
of them having already been bap- 
tized. 


The city is “ready to do it all 
over again next year.” 


Pirtle At Spartanburg 

The pastor of Morningside Bap- 
tist Church, South Carolina, Lewis 
H. Brazell, gives this unsolicited 
recommendation of Evangelist Jon 
Pirtle: 
“Jon Pirtle recently closed a 
two-week meeting in our church, 
and I have never worked with a 
man of such deep spiritual con- 
viction and dynamic power, nor 
with one who had the church so

hast cast all my sins behind thy 
back.” What does God mean when 
He says that? It does not say, “He 
will cast my sins behind my back,” 
though the passage is often quoted 
thus. He casts our sins behind 
His back. Is that a good place for 
sins to be and won’t they ever 
be seen again and brought to the 
light of day if they are behind 
God’s back? All man’s sins are 
either before God in the light of 
his countenance or they are be- 
hind Him, David says, “Thou has 
set our iniquities before thee, our 
secret sins in the light of thy 
countenance,” and again, “...my 
sin is ever before me.” David was 
a big sinner but he certainly knew 
something about the mind of God 
when it came to sin. He had 
enough spiritual sense to know 
that when his sins were in the 
light of God’s countenance, he 
had better not put them behind 
his own back and forget about 
them. He had better keep his sin 
ever before him until God put 
them behind His own back and 
covered them there forever. 

But when God says, “I have in 
love to thy soul cast all thy sins 
behind My back,” you can depend 
upon it He has them in a place 
where nobody can ever see them 
again, where they are buried out 
of sight forever. Have you ever 
on a cloudless day when the sun 
was shining brightly tried to look 
the sun full in the face with the 
naked eye? Have you ever been 
able to do it without shading your 
eyes? How long have you been 
able to look at the sun? If this is 
impossible, how much do you think 
you can see through the sun? 
Not at it, but through it, behind 
it. Astronomers can study the sun 
spots but never yet has any one 
been able to look directly through 
that huge globe to explore behind 
and beyond it. No human eye has 
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ever penetrated the sun. So that 
when God, “who dwelleth in the 
light that no man has seen or can 
see,” takes your sins that are 
black and ugly and puts them be- 
hind the Sun of His righteousness, 
anybody who wants ‘to uncover 
your sins has a greater task than 
the astronomer when he tries to 
look through the sun and beyond 
it. 7 
The “Air Cure” 


Our sins, then, are cast into the 
depths of the sea, we’ll call that 
the “water cure”; they are cast 
behind the Sun of righteousness, 
we'll label that the “sun cure.” 
This is described in Isaiah 44:22, 
“I ‘have blotted out, as a thick 
cloud, thy transgressions, and as 
a cloud thy sins.” He will remem- 
ber them against thee no more. 
Now what does that mean? Not, 


“IT will blot them out with a thick 


cloud.” If that were_true, there 
being nothing more unstable than 
a cloud, how could we be certain 
our ‘transgressions were really for- 
given? gone? But Isaiah says: 
“Behold, I have blotted out, as a 
thick cloud, thy transgressions.” 

You see a black cloud lowering 
on the horizon in the evening, but 
you wake aip in the morning and 
the sky is clear and the clouds of 
yesterday have disappeared. Will 
that same cloud return? Never. 
New clouds may form and appear 
upon the horizon, but last night’s 
vapors have disappeared from 
your sight forever, dispelled and 
scattered by the power of the 
wind. , 

“I have blotted out, as a thick 
cloud, thy ‘transgressions.’ Once 
our sins have been carried away 
at old Calvary’s humbling ground 
they will never be seen again. God 
is able to do it. When God covers 
sins, He covers them effectively. 

Do you see, then, what it means 
when it says, “Blessed is he whose 
transgression is forgiven, whose 
Sin is covered’? “As far as the 
east is from the west, so far hath 
he removed our. transgressions 
from us.” It is possible to measure 
from the North to the South be- 


{cause one can begin at the South 


Pole and measure to the North 
Pole and back again, but where 
shall one begin to measure from 
East to West? Yet so far has God 
removed our transgressions from 
us. 
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Jeremy Taylor says, “You can’t 
cure a man of colic by brushing 
his clothes;” yet how many deal 
thus superficially with their sins! 
Take every sin seriously. Just as 
blessed is that man whose trans- 
gression is forgiven and whose sin 
is covered, so miserable and ac- 
cursed is that man who outside of 
Christ has never taken his sins 
to the true place of cleansing and 
whgse sin is still uncovered in the 
presence of a Holy God. 


The Joy of Forgiveness 


It says here in the original, oh, 
the blessednesses, oh the happi- 
nesses of the man whose trans- 
gression is forgiven, whose sin is 
covered. It is a plural of empha- 
sis which cannot very conveniently 
be translated into another lan- 
guage, but certainly it expresses 
the extensiveness of the joy of the 
believer. who has come into this 
experience. 

These joys of forgiveness in- 
clude, first of all, the joy of abso- 
lute assurance. What is the ground 
of this assurance? He whose sin 
is covered and whose transgression 
is forgiven, to-whom the Lord 
imputeth not iniquity, has reached 
the point where he has perfect 
confidence in God’s way of dealing 
with sin, and has acquiesced com- 
pletely in the manner in which 
God has settled the sin question 
in his life. That is something you 
will never get unless you deal 
with sin in the way that God has 
appointed. You can try reforma- 
tion, education, psychoanalysis, 
auto-suggestion, ‘the confession 
box, or the so-called “wash-out,” 
but none of these prescriptions 
come from the Great Physician to 
Israel. 
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Why should one sinner expect 
another sinner to give him either 
relief or help? That is What God 
gave us Jesus for. That is why 
we have a Saviour who knows all 
about ourselves; we find He loves 
us just the same. His atonement 
at Calvary has provided the only 
sound and lasting basis for a true 
reconciliation with God. When we 
go in the way He has appointed 
to Calvary’s humbling ground 
where the sin question has once 
and for all been settled and our 
sins have been cast into the depths 
of the sea, We find that our hearts 
can rest assured in a holy, divine- 
ly-acceptable forgiveness. 

Remember—that when you have 
been forgiven through the blood of 
Jesus Christ, you have a holy for- 
giveness, and umless you have a 
forgiveness that is holy, you had 
better not trust it; it is not a 
bonifide one, it will not stand the 
wear and ‘tear of continuous trial 
and goading on the part of Satan; 
it will not stand the test of a 
sickbed where an erratic memory 
which is under the influence of a 
fevered body and hysterical mind 
is about 'to parade the nightmares 
and skeletons of our guilty past 
before a defenseless soul. You and 
I have to have a forgiveness that 
can stand the severest kind of 
tests, so that no matter who 
brings accusations we have a 
heart and conscience that has per- 
fect peace and rest. 

If ours is nota holy and right- 
eous forgiveness, but a forgiveness 
in which God violates His own 
law to spare us, We may ask our- 
selves the next time we sin and 
need forgiveness, will He not this 
time violate His promises to me 
and uphold His law as over against 
His mercies toward me? When 
God provided forgiveness in Jesus 
Christ, He procured it in such a 
way that He was both just and 
the justifier of them that come 
unto God by Him and such a 
manner that His own law was not 
violated. But if God were to for- 
give us in a way that at the same 
time violates His own law which 
He is pledged to uphold, we might 
wonder whether next time we fall 
into temptation and in true re- 
pentance ask for forgiveness God 
might not declare, “I am going to 
stand by my law. I am not going 
to ‘justify you’.” But when God 
forgives us on the basis of Cal- 
vary, He is forgiving us on the 
basis of a law that ‘has not been 
violated but has been upheld and 
fulfilled by Jesus, so perfectly 
that God can forgive us and up- 
hold His law at the same time. 
This is holy forgiveness. 

Holy forgiveness is the kind of 
forgiveness we need and must 
have in order to have perfect as- 
surance with God’s sanction upon 
it, Satan can find no holes in such 
a forgiveness. It is flawless and 
ironclad—a forgiveness that has 
settled the sin question once and 
for all. Have you been forgiven 
in that way? Note—that is full 
forgiveness. 

The joy of such a forgiveness 
is not simply in its perfect as- 
surance, it is also in the certainty 
that one ‘has found his way to 
heaven, I do not know of anything 
more disconcerting than to go 
through life wondering where we 
are going to land at the end of 
the road. But there are some of 
us who live that way. Perhaps 
you are one who does not know 
at all where you are going, you 
are just moving along, threading 
your way through life and ‘at the 
end of the day maybe you ask God 
to forgive your sins but it isn’t 
any real transaction whereby you 
lay your whole life before Him 
and say, “Here, take it, and re- 
generate me and turn me about 
and give me a real, solid, bonafide 
forgiveness that takes care of past, 
present and future and makes me 
a child of God.” No, you are just 
a church man who was born and 
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raised in the church and you have 
too much conscience to quit say- 
ing your prayers at night, so you 
say, “Forgive me my sins,” but 
you intend to go right back and 
do them again tomorrow morning 
and get them straightened out 
again tomorrow night and at the 
end of the week get them straight- 
ened out once again, but you do 
not settle the whole sin business 
once and for all in your life. 


None such can ever be sure of 
Heaven. Whenever you think of 
death, (and if possible, you try 
not to think about it at all) the 
shadow of Hell hangs over your 
soul. When you receive this for- 
giveness that David mentions in 
this chapter, however, (“Blessed 
is he whose transgression is for- 
given, whose sin is covered,’’) you 
are sure for the rest of your days 
that Heaven is at the end of the 
road. | 

Oh, the blessednesses, the happi- 
nesses of the man who can get up 
in the morning and go ‘to. bed 
at night, knowing that whatever 
the day has brought he is a for- 
given man, a child of God and on 
his way to Heaven! 

Out on the South Seas there is 
an island called by travelers “the 
most beautiful spot in all the 
world.” It is ‘an island with frond- 
ed ponds, beautiful landscapes and 
fruits growing so abundantly that 
the people do not have to even 
work for a livelihood. Yet the peo- 
ple on that island are not happy 
—they are all lepers, They have 
everything but not health. 

And so you may have a good 
position, a boon companion, beauti- 
ful children, a cozy home and true 
friends—everything—but not the 
blessednesses and happinesses of 
the man whose transgression is 
forgiven, whose sin is covered. 
Only the man who is fully for- 
given is truly happy! 

There is a full forgiveness— 
your sins cast into the depths of 
the sea, cast behind God’s back, 
blotted out as a thick cloud, and 
removed from you as far as the 
East is from the West. This full 
forgiveness is found in trusting in 
Jesus Christ alone and His aton- 
ing blood for the forgiveness of 
your sins. ARE YOU FULLY FORGIVEN?
